Crapemyrtle Makes 
Summer Display 


The common Crape- 
myrtle is one of the com- 
monest shrubs (sometimes 
pruned into tree form up 
to 20 feet) used in our 
Southern gardens, The win- 
ter effect of the gleaming 
trunks is almost as deco- 
rative as the massive heads 
of flowers in white, pink, 
lavender, and red. The 
usual blooming time is 
from June through August. 
The foliage texture is fine, 
light, and airy. The plants 
are really too leggy to be 
used for screening, but are 
Satisfactory in masses or 
single specimens. 

Grown in full sun and al- 
most any soil, the plants 
are rarely troubled with 
disease or pests, although 
mildew attacks them in 
shady spots, It is well to 
cut off the seed pods after 
blooming and to cut plants 
back, if top growth becomes 
too rampant. This Its best 
done in the early Spring. 
Little difficulty is experi- 
enced in transplanting, if 
done during the dormant 
season, 


Medicinal Plants 


Today considerable re~ 
search into the use of na~ 
tive and foreign plants for 
their medicinal properties 
is being conducted, largely 
because recent finds have 
become extremely useful. 
Such discoveries fre- 
quently arise from seem- 
ingly useless home reme- 
dies and mystic con- 
coctions by ‘‘medicine 
men.’ As examples may 
be cited Rauwolfia serpen- 
tina, Snake Root, from 
which Reserpine is derived 
for use in treatment of 
high blood pressure and 
emotional disturbances. 
Digitalis was isolated from 
an old Shropshire brew that 
contained Foxglove, Digi- 
talis purpurea and has long 
been a remedy for heart 
ailments. Among others 
may be listed ephedrine 
from Ephedra sp. from 
China, Colchicine, a gout 
medicine, is derived from 
seeds and corms of Au- 
tumn. Crocus, Colchicum 
autumnale, False Helle- 
bore, (Veratrun sp.) is an- 
other source of a remedy 
for high blood pressure. 
Other examples of discov- 
eries that were based on 
research into herbal med- 
icines and native ‘‘cures’’ 


from various countries 
are: Quinine, Codeine, 
Morphine, Thebaine, to

Mister Lincoln, a hy- 
brid tea rose and Came- 
lot, a grandiflora type, re- 
ceived the highest awards 
out of some 100 roses sub-

The 
new prize winners earned 
the distinction because of 


glowing colors, fragrance, 
flower form, and general 
excellence of quality. 
Mister Lincoln is a 
cross between Chrysler 
Imperial (a 1953 prize win- 
ner) and Charles ‘Mallerin. 
The color is rich red, the 
petals of excellent subs- 
tance and velvety texture, 
lacking any blue in the 
coloration, The flowers re- 
flect light perfectly and last 
well when cut for arrange- 
ments, The growth of the 
plant is vigorous. Fra- 
grance is distinctive. 
Camelot - a grandiflo- 
ra, is a cross between 
Queen Elizabeth (the 1955 
prize winner) and Circus 
(the 1956 winner.) It bears 
large five-inch blooms in 
clusters of two or more 
on long, sturdy stems, The 
blooms are double, with as 
many as 55 petals of last- 
ing substance. The coloris 
coral, The plant growth is 
symetrical, upright, and 
full, The foliage is lus- 
trous, deep green, flat, and 
exceedingly resistant to di- 
The fragrance is 
that of old damask roses. 
It is of interest to note 
that during the 25 years 
of testing, the groups se- 
lected were as follows; 40 
hybrid teas, 17 floribun- 
das, 5 grandifloras, and 3 
climbers. 
The new plants will be 
available from nurseries 
this fall. 


Mulches Lend To 
Better Plant Growth 


Mulches for plants re- 
sult in better plant grow- 
th. Many different kindé of 
materials are available for 
the purpose and, in making 
a selection, several points 
should be considered. 

A mulch should be neat, 
easily applied, reasonable 
in price, stable in any wea- 
ther and long lasting and 
containing no harmful ma- 
terials to leach intothe soil 
and cause damage. 

Almost any material 
which provides a covering 
to retain moisture and heat 
in the soil and which re- 
duces or prevents develop- 
ment of weeds will answer 
the purpose. Among the 
best of the organic mater- 
jals used at Callaway Gar- 
dens are; pine straw mul- 
ch, sawdust (somewhat 
aged to prevent the loss of 
nutrients from the soil by 
decomposition), wood 
chips, and leaves, The lat- 
ter, lf composed largely of 
maple leaves, have a ten- 
dency to pack tightly and 
thus reduce the amount of 
air which is needed in the 
upper layers of soil where 
feeding roots are located, 

In addition tothese mul- 
ches, black polyethylene 
has been used to advantage. 
It aids in conservation of 
moisture and  elimina- 
tes weeds. Most gasses 
diffuse through the film, 
but not water vapor, hence 
soil aeration is not cut off, 
as in the case of thickly 
applied mulches. To pro- 
vide drainage, a few holes 
may be punched through the 
cloth. Such a covering, held 
securely in place, will last 
several years.

John Montagu of England, thes 
fourth Earl of Sandwich, 

Montagu, who lived from 1718 
until 1792, liked to play cards 
so much that he hated to quit 
long enough to go to the table 
and eat, ’ 

He could have had a meal 
spread on the card table, but 
that would haye disrupted the 
game. Ile solved the problem by 
placing slices of meat between 
two pieces of bread, In this way 
he could play cards and eat at 
the same time. 

This arrangement of meat and 
bread became known as a “sand- 
wich,” after Montagu’s title, 
Barl of Sandwich,

Handwriting On The

Why so much fuss over 
the Democratic primary 
votes cast for Alabama’s 
Governor George Wallace 
in Wisconsin, Indiana and 
Maryland? 

The stark significance 
of the Wallace performance 
is curling the hair of Demo- 
cratic political analysts 
who now realize that it may 
well foreshadow the defeat 
of their party in Novem~ 
ber! 

The Wallace yote ~ 34 
percent in Wisconsin, 30 
percent in Indiana, 43 per- 
cent in Maryland - repre- 
sents the violent reaction 
of ‘America’s ethnic 
groups, particularly Pol- 
ish, Italian, Czech and Slo- 
vak, against the ‘‘Civil 
Rights’ bill as a threat to 
their jobs and to the char- 
acter of their typically 
close~knit, even clannish, 
neighborhoods. These peo- 
ple are not anti-Negro, Job 
desegregation, per se, 
means little to them. But 
they realize this legisla- 
tion will create no new

Poison ivy, poison oak, and 
swamp sumac contain a 
substance which, inthe ma~ 
jority of persons, causes a 
skin reaction known as der- 
matitis. The signs include 
swelling and inflammation, 
also blisters. 

The eruption on the skin 
may occur as a result of 
indirect contact with the 
poison or may follow con- 
tact with animals or insects 
which have been in direct 
contact with the plants, or 
contact with contaminated 
clothing or dust. Some 
people are so sensitive to 
this condition that smoke 
from a fire in which poison 
ivy plants are being burned 
will cause their skin to 
erupt. 

Treatment after expos- 
ure to poison ivy consists 
of first washing thoroughly 
with strong soap and wa- 
ter, and then with ether. 
Soothing lotions can be put 
on the skin after the scrub- 
bing to relieve the intense 
itching, Prevention is the 
best treatment, and im- 
munization is possible by 
frequent inoculations of ivy 
extract before the season 
begins,

NEGRO Bishop James P, Rob- 
erts of the Liberal Catholic 
Church is right in saying that 
full integration 
and recognition 
for his people de- 
pends upon 
showing ‘that 
we can be re- 
sponsible in our 
own community. 
This is not a 
question of pov- 
erty but one of 
morality.” 

The Bishop 
charged that 
Civil Rights 
leaders“are tak- 
ing bread out of children’s 
mouths,” by staging school boy- 
cotts, “Instead of hurting our 
own children and talking about 
busing, let’s get to the main 
cause of the trouble with the 
Harlem schools—the indifference 
of Nogro parents and the law- 
lessness of their children.” 

Continuing his comment, the 
churchman declared, “There is 
nothing inferior about Harlem's 
schools, We have more new 
schools and more money is spent 
on textbooks in Harlem than any 
place else in the city...,1I say 
it’s wrong to boycott schools. . 
The Harlem Negro must im- 
prove his own image before he 
can complain about Civil Rights 
... There is discrimination in 
housings and jobs, yes, but not in 
the field of education.”
